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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. Claim 1 is cancelled 
without prejudice or disclaimer. Claims 2-3 1 remain pending in the application. Claims 2-3 1 
are currently amended to conform the claims to US form. Additionally, claims 2, 16-20, and 
31 were rewritten as independent claims, incorporating the subject matter of original claim 1. 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

On page 2 of the Office Action, the PTO has rejected claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(b). In this response, Applicants have cancelled claim 1, making this rejection moot. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants acknowledge, with appreciation, the PTO's indication, on page 2 of the 
Office Action, that claims 2-3 1 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the subject matter of the base claim and any intervening claims. In this response, 
Applicants have amended claims 2, 16-20, and 31 to incorporate all of the subject matter of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. Additionally, claims 3-15 were amended to 
depend from allowable claim 2 and claims 21-30 were amended to depend from allowable 
claim 20. As such, claims 2-31 are believed to be in condition for allowance.

Applicant believes that the present application is now in condition for allowance.
